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COMMENTARY 


The  population  of  the  area  has  risen  by  1170,  to  18,570,  the  correspond¬ 
ing  increase  in  1962  being  750  and  in  1961,  1,620.  It  appears,  therefore,  that 
the  rate  of  growth  of  the  area  is  now  slowing  down.  It  may  be,  however,  that 
with  further  growth  of  industry  on  Tees-side  the  rate  will  again  rise. 

There  are  no  special  features  in  the  other  vital  statistics  which  are 
comparable  to  those  for  the  nation  as  a  whole,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  is  higher  than  that  for  any  other 
form  of  cancer. 

The  table  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  shows  a  sharp  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurring  during  the  year.  Fortun¬ 
ately  most  of  these  were  mild  as  inost  children  are  immunized  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  age  of  three  months.  The  vaccines  at  present  available  do 
not  offer  quite  the  same  high  degree  of  protection  as  for  example,  the  diph¬ 
theria  and  poliomyelitis  vaccines,  so  that  a  number  of  cases  occur  in  spite  of 
immunization. 

The  number  of  primary  immunizations  carried  out  during  the  year  has 
improved  considerably  but  there  are  still  many  children  who  do  not  receive 
a  reinforcing  injection  on  entry  to  school.  Efforts  are  made  at  school  medical 
examinations  to  secure  as  high  a  take  up  rate  as  possible. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  nov/  carried  out  entirely  by  means 
of  the  oral  vaccine,  which  has  been  found  simple  to  administer  and  extremely 
effective.  Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  virtually  confined  to  children 
of  school  age  and  under,  the  number  of  adults  presenting  themselves  for  a 
course  being  negligible.  However,  since  the  vaccine  used  is  a  live  one  it  is 
probable  that  some  spread  occurs  within  the  family  when  one  of  the  younger 
members  is  immunized.

The  water  supply  has  remained  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  a  main  supply  system  operated  by  the 
Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  During  the  year  six  samples  were 
taken  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE 

The  West  of  Marske  sewerage  scheme  has  now  been  completed  and 
the  whole  of  the  area  is  provided  with  a  satisfactory  system. 

Repairs  to  the  main  sea  outfall  at  Marske  have  now  been  completed 
and  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  extend  the  point  of  discharge.  The  nuisance 
arising  trom  sewage  reaching  the  beach  has  now  been  removed.

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  20  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  one  hundred 
per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  following  slaughter.  During  the  year 
507  visits  were  made  and  the  carcasses  and  organs  of  1,967  animals  were  in¬ 
spected.  The  total  weight  of  meat  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
was  160  lbs. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Regulations  —  Two  contraventions  of  the 
Regulations  were  found  during  the  year  and  these  were  remedied. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District 
Gounml  and  Loftus  Urban  District  Council  worked  satisfactorily,  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  Skelton  and  Brotton  made  17  visits  to  this  area  for  the 
purpose  of  meat  inspection  only.

LICENSED  PREMISES 

Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Kegulations. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  having  accommodation  for  517  caravans. 
There  is  a  small  private  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 
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The  sites  are  provided  with  washing  facilities,  piped  water  supply, 
waste  water  drainage  and  water  closets. 

Two  applications  were  received  and  granted  for  permission  to  station 
caravans  in  connection  with  the  fairground  at  Old  Saltburn.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and 
the  Tees-side  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  Deposit  Gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  in  the  playing  field  of  the  Junior  School,  Windy  Hill  Lane,  by 
kind  permission  of  the  Secretary  for  Education  and  one  in  the  Police  Station 
grounds  at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  tables  show  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with  wind 
records  for  the  period. 

Two  volumetric  gauges  are  in  use,  one  at  30  Vicarage  Drive,  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  and  one  at  The  Clinic,  Bath  Street,  Saltburn-by-the-Sea.  The 
Saltburn  gauge  was  brought  into  use  from  1st  December,  1963  and  in  addition 
to  smoke  readings,  sulphur  dioxide  recordings  are  taken  on  this  machine. 

Twelve  observations  were  made  on  the  coal-fired  boiler  in  the  area  and 
no  nuisance  was  observed. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.  Three 
film  shows  of  the  film  ^‘Clean  Air’’  were  given  to  organizations  in  the  area.
